And itis a Meritorious, and a _Larudable Zeal too,folong as it con- 
rainsit ſelf within the Bounds of 'Law,and Daty: While the King, 
Council, and Parliament are, in the; mean time, ſifting, and Ex- 
aminingthe Deſign, and doing Juſticeupon the Offenders. 

Now there are a ſaxt of men, that. under the Countenance of 
This Plot advance another of their own, and it is but the Rubbing 
ofa Libel witha littte Anti-Pepery,togive it the Popnlar ſmack ; 
and any thing elſe. againſt the Government goes down Current: 
Ifa man Writes,or Speaks;or Reaſons againſt them, he ispreſent- 
ly afavourer of the Papiſts, a Leſſener of the Plot, and rundown with 

gnſence, and Clamonr. A Perſon of Untainted Honour and Inte- 
gritys puts in fora Parliarient-man; it is but any Little Fellows 
taking advantage of the Humour of the People, and Bling of

* tier, or a Pentioner, and heis gone to all Intents' and Purpoſes. 


This is the Character they give to every man that loves the K:2g, 
the Church,or the Law. They ſerve them as Neve did the Chriſti- 
ans ; they pnt them into Bears-skins ; that is to ſay, they call them 
Papiſts, Pentioners, Conſpirators, and then deliyer them up to be 
worried by the Rabble.
